Militia Organizations Three 
States 


Comprise 5,360 Officers and 


Men, Armed and Equipped. 


( l j United Praia.) 
Washington, May 9.— For the first 
time since the Spanish-Amerien war 
the president of the 
United^States 
today called on state militia to a s­ 
sist the regular forces in an inter­ 
national crisis. The militia in Texas, 
'Arizona and New Mexico were or­ 
dered out. 
Use of 
these citizen 
troops will 
not call for action by congress 
at 
this time since they will be used 
only for patrol duty along the bor­ 
der. 
The militia organizations of these 
three states comprise 5,360 officers 
and men, fully armed and equipped. 
Orders also were issued for four 
troops of regular, infantry to pro­ 
ceed to the border at once. Decision 
to call out the 
militia 
followed a 
conference between 
President Wil­ 
son and Secretary Baker after the 
latter had received two long code 
messages from General Funston. 
In 
announcing 
the decision Secretary 
Baker announced the step constitu­ 
ted no change in the policy of the 
United States toward the southern 
republic. 
At the

time the announce­ 
ment 
was being 
issued, Mexican 
Am bassador Arredondo 
was urging 
upon Secretary Lansin g 
necessity 
for strengthening the United States 
¡border patrol, that only by this step 
could further raids he prevented at 
some points.

CREW SAFE, SAYS DISPATCH

Various causes are assigned for 
the failure of wheat. The crop did 
not have very much protection trom 
the hard freezes of the winter 
and 
the sudden changes of the weather 
are said to have hindered its early 
growth materially. 
The late spring 
also conspire to make the wheat a 
poor crop. 
With a w'eek of the kind of weath­ 
er which Rush county was enjoying 
today, the farm ers will finish their 
corn planting. They have been work- 
ing from dawn to sunset for the last 
few' days, taking every advantage 
of the beautiful days of warm sun­ 
shine. 
The corn planting and spring 
plowing is very late this year be­ 
cause of the lateness of the season. 
Last year some farmers had their 
corn planted by the first of April. 
The lateness of the season is best 
revealed by the estimate of the bu­ 
reau of crop estimates of the Unit­ 
ed States department of agriculture 
made 
public today. 
This 
estimate 
for Indiana shows that on May 1 
only 54 per cent of the spring plow­ 
ing w'as done as compared to 88 per 
cent on May first last year and 66 
■Spring planting in the state w'as es­ 
timated at 41 per cent finished 
on 
May 1 as against 53 per cent on the 
same date last year. 
The ten year 
average is 37 per cent. 
That the wheat crop will be fa r 
below' normal in the state is found

In 
Squire K ratzer’s court Dugan was 
'given judgment for $160, the amount 
asked in the complaint and then an 
appeal to the circuit court was taken 
>v Ward. 
Only one or twTo witnesses to the 
accident were found 
and 
for this 
reason there were not many to tes­ 
tify. 
Most of the morning was taken up 
with securing the jury and oply one 
witness was 
examined, 
that being 
William Dugan, the plaintiff in the 
suit. 
Dugan described tne accident 
to the jury. 
The accident occurred 
about six o’clock in the morning at 
the corner of Perkins and 
Second 
streets. 
Dugan stated that he was driving 
west in Second street with his milk 
wagon and Ward was coming east 
in his auto. When within fifteen feet 
of the corner, 
Dugan stated 
V ard 
turned north, cutting the corner, and 
the machine- hit the horse. 
Dugan 
placed a value of $100 on the horse 
before the accident and testified that 
the animal was worth $25 to $30 
following 
He testified that W ard was going 
at a rate of speed of about 25 miles 
an hour, and that he did not sound 
any warning as 
he approached 
the 
crossing. 
Dugan 
claims 
that 
the 
horse was permanently injured. 
On 
cross-examination 
Dugan 
stated 
that he originally paid $46 for the 
horse at a public sale.

ing Depends on Ability— All 


Are Examined.

Berne, May 5.— “All 
Swiss 
owe 
their country a military service.” 
These are the first words in the 
Swiss military rule book. 
W* haven’t any book printed in 
the United States, available to the 
masses, that says any such thing. 
These words 
democratize 
the 
Swiss army. 
If the United States were to be 
forced into w ar our regiments would 
be commanded, in the main, by the 
young men of our rich families. This 
happened in the 
Spanish-Ainerican 
war. 
Political pull, based 
on 
wealth 
and influence, placed in the hands 
of almost any rich young man who 
eared to assume the responsibility 
the lives of some hundreds of gooc 
average American citizens. 
This couldn’t happen in the Swiss 
army. 
When a Swiss soldier goes out to 
fight, lie knows he is under a trainee 
officer, selected by experts nndtriec 
¿Fust being rich doesn’t 
get 
you 
anywhre in the Swiss army. 
Being 
rich doesn’t keep you out 
of 
the 
army, either. 
It isn’t any training 
of the Plattsburg camp variety tha 
takes you to the top in 
the 
Swiss 
army. 
I t’s brains and ability. The 
Swiss rule is th a t everybody musU 
start in the ranks. 
As a man shows special adapta 
bility he is FORCED 
to take spec 
ial examinations for promotion. 
He 
cannot refuse a promotion. 
The examinations are rigid; 
the 
kind social pull can’t overcome. The 
result is that, whether 
a 
youth 
comes from the poorest or the rich 
est, he must be whatever his ability 
makes him. 
The rich man’s son may remain a 
private all his life while the son o 
the poorest man in 
the 
neighbor 
hood may be his» military superior. 
Only a democratic army like this 
military men in Europe say, is safe 
and strong. 
There is rottenness and 
fatal weakness in an army where 
social position and wealth avail. 
In Chiasso, Switzerland, I saw the 
clerk in Luigi Corti’s grocery store 
step out on the sidewalk in his ser­ 
geant’s uniform, just as the son of 
the village banker went by in bis 
automobile. 
The banker’s son s a ­ 
luted 
Luigi’s 
clerk, 
because 
the 
clerk’s uniform indicated that 
Lui­ 
gi’s elehk was a better man, as a 
soldier, than the banker’s son 
And any country that does want, 
to keep alive and whole must have 
plenty of citizens who can become 
full 
fledged soldiers 
at a moment’s 
notice. 
Looking over the armies of Eu­ 
rope, which I have seen I am led to 
believe that the American military 
system is the worst of them all. 
It’s a 
dangerous 
system, 
with 
leadership based on 
many 
other 
things than ability. 
Tt is permeated with politics. From 
this distance and this place, it looks 
like a papier mache revolver that 
will make the other fellow shoot hut 
that can’t he shot itself. 
It isn’t the fault of our standing 
army or of our array men. 
It’s the 
fault of the American citizen, who 
doesn’t realize that 
he 
isn’t 
the 
straightest shooting, finest muscled, 
best soldier-material in the world.

:orn planting. They have been work- 
ng from dawn to sunset for the last 
:ew days, taking every advantage 
if the beautiful days of warm, snn- 
hine. The corn planting and spring 
plowing is very late this year be- 
ause of the lateness of the season, 
jast year some .farmers had their 
iorn planted by the first of April. 


The lateness of. the season is best 


evealed by the estimate of the bu- 
•eau of crop estimates of the Unit- 
d States department of agriculture 
made public today. This estimate 
'or Indiana shows that on May 1 
only 54 per cent of the spring plow- 
ing was done as compared to 88 per 
cent on May first last year and 60 
Spring planting in the state was es- 
timated at 41 per cent finished on 
May 1 as against 53 per cent on the 
same date last year. The ten year 
average is 37 per cent. 


That the wheat' crop will be far 


below normal in the state is found 
in the fact that the May 1 forecast 
is 19,200,000 bushels whereas the 
yield! last year 
was '47,300,000 


bushels and the four-year average 
30,668,000. - 


The condition of the meadows In 


the state is about average. On May 
1 the percent was placed at 84 and 
the ten-year average is 86 per cent. 


Prices on May 1 this year are be- 


low those of last year., when aver- 
aged up. The following averages are 
compared: wheat last year, $1.45, 
this year $1.09; corn last year 72, 
this year 69; oats last year 53 and 
this year 41. Eggs and potatoes are 
the exception , the average price 
of the former, being 19 cents a dozen 
this year and 17 last year. The av- 
erage price of potatoes on May 1 
was 85 cents and last'year, 56".

of the most primitive method of ac- 
complishing the same eud, where beau- 
ttfnl architecture Is in contrast with 
adobe huts and.where shining automo- 
biles of the latest design whirl past 
sleepy ox teams hauling carts with 
solid wooden slabs 'for Wheels identical 
with the desjgri which "was used at the 
time of the'Spanish -conquest.

Passing down a prominent street in 


almost any of the large Mexican cities 
there may be seen .fashionably dressed 
gentlemen who loot very much as 
though they were just as much at 
home on •Piccadilly, the 
Champs 


Elyseps or, .Fifth avenue. Following 
or preceding them, however, wilf be n 
sandaled peon clad in linen trousers 
and a blouse, with his 'scrape' thrown 
over his shoulder and his head protect- 
ed by a wide brimmed sombrero and 
his entire worldly possessions upon his 
back. 


In the next block one may meet an 


Indian woman, barefoot and with un 
covered head, a child slung in the "re 
bosa" over her shoulder. About her 
there is a suggestion of garlic, onions 
and pulque, '-while passing along the 
same street, comfortably ensconced in 
her victoria, dressed iu a latest Pari- 
sian creation, rolls milady, also of the 
same nation.

A gorgeously appointed funeral car 


bearing the remains of one Avhose fam- 
ily can affortf this expense may arrive 
at the burial place simultaneously with 
three or four peons, packing on their 
shoulders the body of a comrade in 'a 
plainly .painted coffin, the use of "which 
Is rented and which will be returned 
after the body is given interment.

Health laws 


Laws pertaining to the health -of 


Ihe people are probable the least 
known about and the least observed 
of any one class of laws. It'is only 
in the last few decades that people 
have learned the lesson, much to 
their damage, that prevention is 
•worth a lot and that it .can -not be 
brought without .adequate statutes 
to compel people to obey ordinary 
lawb of health. 


•Under the 
careful- guidance of 


Secretary Hurty, the state board of 
health has aroused much sentiment 
in favor of adequate health laws and 
.their enforcement and has resulted 
in the people of Indiana 'being better 
protected than.those .of .most states. 


But the question of enforcement 


is the "big problem. It is next to im- 
possible to believe that such condi- 
tions exsist in Indiana, but the fol- 
lowing from a citizen at North Ver- 
non, to the state board, tells of a 
situation of a revolting nature: 


""Fanner X, living near the cor- 


poration of North Vernon, has aw- 
iul, unsanitary conditions. He sells 
butter, buttermilk,' and milk in the 
c-ity of North Vernon. Last fall -a 
i'alf died and lay in a stall in the 
cow stable for three days, adding to 
the unsanitary conditions. Recently 
Fanner X, who is certainly unbal- 
anced to a degree, flew into a pas- 
sioii and 
killed 
a bull which cost 


him $500. He buried the body in a 
manure pile. All in all. the condi- 
tions on 
Fanner X's 
farm 
are a 


menace to public health and a dis- 
grace to the farm." 


An inspector has been sent to look 


into this matter and to do'what is 
necessary in the premises.

WQULD CREATE NEW STATE 


AND NAME IT FDR LINCOLN 


Plan Provides For Taking Part of 


Washington r^nd Idaho. 


Congress -will be asked at Its next' 


session to create the new-state of Lin- 
coln out of a part of the easterly conn-, 
ties of Washington and the iorthem 
projection of Idaho, known as the Pan-; 
handle. 


Only once In the history of the Unit- 


ed -States has such a thing been done. 
That was when West Virginia was; 
erected out of the old state of Virginia.; 
New states have been created out of 
the wild portions of the older states,' 
but the plan In contemplation for the 
state of Lincoln would take a valuable 
part of Washington, including the city 
of Spokane, away from It. The con- 
currence of the federal congress and 
the legislatures of Washington and 
Idaho would be required to accomplish 
this. 


The project to make a new state toj 


be.named for Lincoln recalls the fact 
that there was once a state named lor, 
Franlzlin, but it never becameia part of i 
the Union. The story may be read-in: 
history, but It is almost entirely for-, 
gotten. 


In ITS* the state of North CaroHnaj 


passed an act conveying Ho the govern- 
ment of the United States the lands 
that now constitute the state of Ten- 
nessee. The reason for the act. was be- 
cause North Carolina had grown wehry 
of the burden .imposed upon the treas-l 
ury by her western settlements and 
had become irritated -at the complaints 
of neglect which the settlers in those 
parts seem to have frequently made. 


After the passage of the. act of ces-' 


slon by the legislature of North Caro- 
lina the settlers In those lands which' 
are now eastern Tennessee felt-that 
they had been cast adrift'by their own 
state, had not yet been :taken up by 
the national government and that 
thus they were under ao government' 
They organized themselves into an in- 
dependent commonwealth, which they 
called the state of 'Franklin. 


The state of Franklin applied if or.ad- 


mission to the Union, .or the federation,, 
but before action on the matter was i 
taken by the national government the 
state of North Carolina repealed its act, 
of cession. The state of Franklin iad 
a stormy and .heroic career. .North' 
Carolina asserted its right of sover- 
eignty over .the land, and in 1787 the 
last legislature of Franklin held its 
session at Greenville, and also in that; 
year John Sevier, the governor of' 
Franklin, was put under trial on ,the. 
charge of high treason, was rescued :by 
his fellow citizens, kept out of the 
hands of his enemies .and was at 
length pardoned and remained this! 
leader of the people in that part of the. 
country until his .death. 
.
